The introduction of the incandescent system of electric lighting 
into the library room, reading room, Trustees* room and lower 
hall, calls for special mention, as it is a much needed improve- 
ment, and makes the reading room, especially, a much more 
comfortable and healthful place in which to spend an hour, doing 
away with the noise, heat and bad air caused by the large num- 
ber of gas jets necessary to afford sufficient light for those enjoy- 
ing its privileges. It will also save, to quite an extent, the 
bindings ot the books in the library room, and will effect quite a 
saving in the annual expense of lighting the building. 

An excellent and acceptable course of lectures has been fur- 
nished by the Lyceum Committee. 

The invested funds of the Institute, as shown by the report of 
the Treasurer, including real estate, now amount to one hundred 
and ninety-three thousand, six hundred forty-six dollars and 
fourteen cefits ($193,646. 14) . 

In conclusion, the Trustees desire to record their appreciation 
of the conscientious and intelligent services rendered by the 
Librarian, his Assistants and the Janitor.

LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

TO THE LYCEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

The Peabody Library Committee submit the following report 
for the year ending Feb. i, 1896. 

The number of books loaned from the Library has decreased 
quite materially in the past year. The figures for the circula- 
tion as given by the Librarian are, for the year 1S94-5, 37,736, 
and for the year 1895-6, 28,762. This reduction is more than ac- 
counted for bv the loss in the department of Fiction and Juve- 
niles alone.

year forms no exception to this rule. 

rbc- Committee has purchased '" ,s volumes during the pest 
yeai — 7 less than 1894*5. The gifts to the Libtnvj have num- 
bered 98 book s — nearly double those of the yea 1 before. Add- 
ing these, and the bound volumes of magazines to the books 
already in the Library, and tak the worn and discarded 

volumes, the shelves today contain 32,895 volumes. 

By an act of Congress, the cost of obtaining the bound volumes 
of Drawings and Specifications of the L. S. Patent Office, has 
been increased from $31.50 to $120.00 per year. We have al-

ready a collection of 424 volumes of these valuable and much 
used reports and it seems to be very desirable to continue their 
purchase. An additional appropriation of about $90 will be 
necessary for this purpose. 

Complaints are occasionally made to the Committee of the 
difficulty of finding many of the books in the Library from the 
want of a properly classified and printed catalogue of the more 
recent additions. It is nearly eight years since the last catalogue 
was printed. This publication was an excellent and condensed 
finding-list, compiled and carried through the press by the 
Librarian, Mr. Upton. The books were classified under 14 gen- 
eral subjects, and about 450 sub-heads, to which a complete and 
carefully made Index was prepared. This finding-list covered 
the additions to the Library from June 1, 1S7S, to June 1, 188S, 
and included about S800 volumes. Since the latter date about 
6600 books have been added to the Library, that would be in- 
cluded in a new catalogue. It is estimated that a new finding 
list upon the same plan as the last one, will make a volume of 
about 80 pages, and will cost about $400. We have brought 
this matter to the attention of the Committee because such a 
catalogue, if made and sold at the low price of the last one — ten 
cents — would assist greatly in the use of the Library. 

The number of enumerated visitors to the Reading Room has 
been almost exactly the same as for the year 1894-5. The at- 
tendance recorded by the Janitor for the latter year, between the 
hours of 7 and 9 p. m., was 7,129. For the year just closed it 
has been 6,968. The Sunday visitors have numbered 879 for 
the year 1895-6, against 888 for the year 1S94-5, a difference of 
only 9. 

No case of malicious injury of the newspapers or magazines 
has been brought to our notice during the past year. One small 
volume, a “Pocket Dictionary of German and English,” is miss- 
ing from the shelves containing the books of reference, and was 
probably stolen. 

A new periodical, the “American Historical Review,” has 
been subscribed for, and the “Woman’s Journal” is sent to 11s as 
n gift by the publishers. The local paper, “The Peabody Un- 
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ion,” has ceased publication, so that the whole number of period- 
icals now taken is 62, one more than the year before. 

On the 13th of January, 1896, the electric lights were turned 
on for the first time in the Library and Reading Room. Although 
the results thus far obtained are not quite up to the standard we 
anticipated, and which will probably he realized in time, vet it 
is already a great improvement over the gas lights. The desks, 
and tables are well and sufficiently lighted. The rooms as a 
whole seem to lack that general illumination which would give 
them a cheerful appearance and enable one to consult .1 book in 
any part with equal facility. This defect, which arises appar- 
ently from a want of power in the electric current, has now been 
remedied to some extent and will no doubt he corrected whollv 
before long.

Gifts of bound books have been received from the several de- 
partments of the United States and Massachusetts, also from C. 
S. Balch, D. H. Felton, H. O. Moore, A. Judson, Moses King 
and the Smithsonian Institute, in all 98 volumes, beside a large 
number of unbound public documents in paper. 

During the past year the demand for works on literature, 
music, history and other reference books — many of which have 
been consulted at the Library — has much increased, which doubt- 
ess affected the circulation of Fiction, which this year had a 
smaller per centage of seven-day books. 

Bound magazines, before the reading room was located in its 
present place, had a much larger reading than at present, because

The binding of. the cheaper books in duck seems to be an im- 
provement over binding in leather, at less expense, and is used 
here a> well as in the largest libraries in the state. About 105 
volumes of the Eclectic Magazine and Littell’s Living Age were 
newly backed with this material. 

Main of the host bound books sent here In Mr. Peabody have 
been so damaged by gas and heat that they need repairing. The 
same may be stated of many newer books. 

The la si printed list in book form was Aral used November . 1 8 * 18* 
The additions since then have been at first prepared monthly by 
the cvclostyle or mimeograph, and si\ copies of the accession 8 - 
put in hinders upon the borrowers’ tables. Generally, these are 
printed monthly and arranged in scrap-book fashion under the 
different classes and the copies by mimeograph process with- 
drawn. Hy the use of the catalogue card case by the assistants? 
and the mode of publishing the accessions, it is thought that the 
borrowers obtain their wished-for books ; , s readily as by any 
other method. Still, a new finding-list prepared for all additions 
since 1S8S is very desirable. 

The ventilation of the Reading and Library Rooms is not so 
good as it should be. 

The electrical lighting is well located and lights the cases, 
much better than gas.
